The Salt Lake Tribune of the 
next morning after the recent Salt 
Lake election said: A great wave 
of thankfulness will swell over 
Utah to-day. The blow delivered 
yesterday upon Mormonism as a 
political power was a terrible one, 
and the news of it will strike upon 
. thousands of hearts like a yisible 
answer to prayer. February 10, 
1890, marks an epoch in Utah’s his- 
tory. To the mental vision of the 
old narrow fanatics, it wil! seem 
almost like one of those cataclysms 
which science denomingtes a geo- 
logical period. They will be forced 
to pause and ask themselves if it is 
possible that for all these years 
they have been mistaken, and their 
hearts will be very sore. We be- 
lieve that, on the other hand, 
twice ten thousand women, who 
are bound in the toils of Mormon- 
ism, will, while kissing their 
babies to sleep to-night, thank 
God that the cup they were forced 
to drink, will be dashed from their 
children’s lips. We believe that 
the great body of Young Utah 
will rejoice openly or secretly at 
the result. In the hearts of Gen- 
tiles who have waited and watched 
and worked, for this day, the 
thought is one of exultation and 
profound thanksgiving. They have 
' not worked with selfish motives, 
They have never from the first 
asked aught except that the Mor- 
mon power would assimilate itself 
to American laws. They have 
never worked for anything except 
what they believed would be of as 
much benefit to Mormons as to 
themselves. Thestruggle has been 
to Americanize Utah, and as the 
Central Stake of the Saints’ king- 
dom passes out of Saintly control, 
the Americans are able to point 
proudly totheir record here, which 
is not stained by one wrong done 
by them, and which has been sim- 
ply one mighty and long-continued 
struggle to make the right tri- 
umph.. It is “@ false charge that 
they have ever attacked a religion, 
or that they have ever sought to 
injure a Mormon in person or 
property. They have struck body 
blows at the political assumptions 
of Mormon priests that they had a 
right to rule and construe for 
themselves the constitutionality of 
laws, and at that practice which— 
against all the teachings and com- 
mands of civilization—cebases the 
women and ‘degrades the men.

EATEN BY -SHARKS. 


The Fearful Fate of Aeronaut ve Tassei 
at Honolulu. 

Aeronaut Van Tassel, who ts well 
known all over the United States as & 
daring adventurer among the clouds, met 
a fearful death at Honolulu not long 
ago by falling into the water from his 
balloon, where he was eaten by sharks. 
The occasion of his last ascension was 
the King’s birthday. There was 8 grand 


-|;celebration, and the festivities were to 
= conclude with a parachute leap. Shortly 


before three o’clock Van Tassel entered 
his balloon alone after all the necessary 
tions had been made. The con- 
dito were favorable for hislanding on 
when the balloon shot upward 
At” thought he would not land more 
than a half mile from the starting point. 
The balloon ascended steadily to the 
height of one thousand feet, when it 
was caught by a breeze blowing seaward 
and carried over the water. 

The aeronaut evidently saw he must 
inevitably fall into the water, and those 
who were watching him with glasses 
saw that he was burriedly making prep- 
arations for a descent. Suddenly the 
parachute was let loose, and the bag of 
gas shot up higher into the air. The 
parachute opened nicely, and the man 
gracefully descended into the water 

about two miles off shore. 

That was the last seen of him. ‘The 
steamer Zealandia, which brought the 
news, was at the time entering the har- 
bor. Two boats were immediately low- 
ered, and the men were soon at the spot 
where the man was last seen. They 
could find no trace of him. The para- 
chute had sunk, owing to the weight of 
its iron, and three or four monster 
sharks were seen swimming near by. 
They followed the boats back to the 
steamer. . 

Though the search was continued 
afterward for several hours no trace was 
found.. Van Tassel was a daring sWim- 
mer, and under ordinary circumstances 
could not have drowned before the boats 
reached him. The hunt for his body has 
been continued every day since the ac- 
cident, but without avail. The men 
who were in the boats say Van Tassel} 
must have been seized by the sharks al- 
most immediately after he struck the 
water, for not more than eight minutes 
elapsed from the time the boats were 
lowered until the spot was reached where 
the daring man died. 

News of his death was not long in 
reaching shore, and immediately thou- 
sands who had seen him go up went to 
the beach and wharves, and small boats 
without number were rowed eastward. 
The first diligent search was not ended 
until dark, and there isno hope what- 
ever of recovering the body now. 

Van Tassel was we!l knownin San 
Francisco and throughout America. 
There are few large cities in the Unit- 
ed States in which he has not made as- 
censions, and few understand the busi. 
ness Sv weil as he, as he had been uj 
hundreds of times. He made many as- 
censions from Woodward’s Garden, Cen.

LINCOLN’s ANCESTORS. ——" 


County, Pa. 

Among the inmates of the county 
almshouse is John Lincoln, aged about 
seventy-five years. He is a descendant 
of the same family to which the dead 
President belonged. He has been here 
for several years, and it is known that 
in his young days he was wealthy, hav- 
ing inherited a considerable sum of 
money from the family. He was, hew- 
ever, a lover of fast horses and fox- 
hunting and the sport was too much for 
him and he soon fell into evil ways. 
Going from bad to worse, he eventually 
became a hostler at a country hotel. 
Becoming old, he was quickly incapaci- 
tated for work and was then sent to the 
poor-house. Researches among the ar- 
chives of Berks County show that the 
Lincoln family came from Massachu- 
setts and settled in Oley township, this 
county, some time prior to 1735. They 
soon became prominent citizens in that 
and adjoining townships. The grand- 
father of President Lincoln went from 
here to Virginia and thence to Kentucky, 
according to authentic records. They 
were among the largest taxpayers a 
century ago, and the names of Mordecai, 
John and Abraham are common ones on 
the records and tax levies. Abraham 
Lincoln, a granduncle of the martyr 
President, the records show, was a coun- 
ty commissioner in 1773. Ten years 
later he was elected to the Legislature 
and served four years. Subsequently he 
was a justice of the peace and ex-officio 
one ef the justices of the guarter ses- 
sions court. Many ancient documents 
can be found bearing his signature.— 
Reading (Pa.) Dispatch.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


PALACE. DRY GOODS HOUSE, 
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Reno Evening Gazette 
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Interesting Local Matters Dis- 
cussed—Senator Stewart's Good 
Work. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 8, 1890. 
Eprror GazEeTre: Some time ago 

I noticed a disposition on the part of 

‘the Nevada press to question’ the sin- 

cerity of Senator Stewart’s silver bill 

that he introduced -on the second day 
of the present session, A few even- 
ings ago I called at the Senator’s 
office. and while there the bill was 
mentioned: and freely discussed. 1 
never saw him so earnest and deter- 
mined in the advocacy of any -meas- 
ure in behalf of his constituency as he 
was in this. -He clearly and forcibly 
showed that the bill was not only for 
free coinage, but that it was better. It 
provides that the owner of bullion 
may take it to the mint and obtain 
immediate payment therefor, either in 
coin ‘or legal tender coin certificates, 
which, under the bill, are the same as 
coin. Merely free coinage would not 
answer the purpose, unless a large 
bullion fund were provided to pay for 
the bullion ag it is offered. Under the 
former system, persons offering -bul- 
lion in exchange for coin were. often 
delayed months before _ the . coining 

could be done. To remedy this evil a 

bullion fand was sometimes provided, 

with which the Superintendent of the 

Mint could pay for the bullion on its 

presentation. This, however, required 

an annual appropriation and a con- 
stant war to obtain sufficient money to 
keep the mint running. Without 
something equivalent to a permanent 
bullion fund, none of the advantages 
of free coinage would be realized. It 
would be in the power of the Secretary 
of the Treasury or the Director of. the

Wa-Teita belles, who fairly took posses- 
sion of our camp on this occasion. 

The weight of beads they carry and 
the manner in which they are worn 
must be exceedingly uncomfortable. 
But they care nomore for comfort where 
fashion is concerned than do the ladies 
of Paris or New York. The savage belle 
is, in fact, always a greater votary of 
fashion than her civilized sister. 
Miss Fashionplate of America converts 
herself into a wasp and the Golden Lily 
of China discards her feet at the dic- 
tates of fashion, rest assured that the 
dark daughters of the savage continent 
act well up to their lights in the same 
direction. But the M’Teita_ belle 
does nothing absurd. There are no 
holes bored in her lips,-nor is her well- 
oiled body disfigured by tattooing as are 
the women of many savage peoples. She 
files her front teeth toa sharp point, 
which leads’ you to draw irreverent 
comparisons between her knowing 
smile and the jaws of a rat-trap. Her 
chin is elevated like a British soldier's 
by the enormous collar of beads she 
wears, and various other little peculiari- 
ties reveal themselves to oureyes or our 
nostrils as she poses before our tent to 


be admired; but with all this, I say she 


is neitherabhuman wasp nor a person 
who has to |be carried pick-aback from 
having destroyed her feet. 

But let us endeavor to draw a picture 
of her as near a8 one may in mere words. 
In the first place, you See nothing of a 
fashionable M'Teita woman's neck. The 
whole contour from chin. to collar-bone 
is filled out with a bulky roll of hun- 
dreds of strings of many-colored beads 
that elevates the chin and impedes the 
movements of the head. Forty or fifty 
other and longer strings suspended from 
each shoulder cross between the breasts, 
forming a bandolier that seemed to us 
as much of a burden as an ornament. 
Arjother buge coil encircies the waist, 
or, in some instances, instead of in- 
numerable strings, a bead belt of curi- 
ous pattern and)\neat design. One 
would think this were beads enough to 
satisfy even the most bead-loving Afri- 
can damsel. But even those massive 
accumu.ations fall short of perfection 
in the eye of the M"leita belle. Wher- 
ever there is room about her person to 
bestow a bead, there, rest assured, will 
the bead be found, if she has enough to 
goround. The head is shaved so as to 
leave a circular patch of wool on the 
crown, about three inches in diameter. 
A broad band, or coronet, of beads en- 
circles and covers this shaven part, and 
the hair of the crown is gathered and 
twisted into nundreds of tiny strings, 
on each of which ig threaded a red, 
white, blue or green bead. Hoops of 
beads threaded on wire adorn the ears; 
neat cuff-like bands of the same bright 
articles encircle arms and legs; and, in- 
deed, the fig-leaf, with which her simple 
soul satisfies the requirements of d®- 
cency, isa tiny apron of beads, fringed 
and embellished by a border of tiny 
iron chains of Chaga workmanship. 

But the most curios object about the 
Mount Leitar ladies’ costume, and 
which was seen by us on the women of 
no other tribe, is observed from a back 
view. Suspended from the beads 
around her waist is a piece of goat-skin, 
patterned after an exaggerated swallow- 
tail, the pointed extremities of which 
descend to the calves and flap jauntily 
about her legs as she walks. It is need- 
léss toadd that this strange garment 
#iso is adorned with béaas. 

‘Picture to yourself, a hundred or so 


chocolate-hued women of all sizes and 


ages, one-half of their persons glisten- 
ing like patent leather in the brignt 
sun, with every motion of their supple 
bodies, by reason of the liberal dressing 
of castor-oil they have plastered on, and 
the other half bright and barbarous of 
color—masses 6f beads, and you have 
with us seen a truly East African spec- 
tacle. But take my) advice and clap 
your handkerchief t@ your nose in defer- 
ence to that particularly dashing young 
lady who 18 approaching the tent. She 
has been making her toilet afresh for 
the conquests of the afternoon among 
the porters. In other words, she had 
just come from her hut, after anointing 
from head to foot with a pint or so of 
extremely odoriferous oil. How she 
shines and glistens—and what a bou- 
quet!

FIRE BY FRICTION. 


Blaze Is Kindled by Natives 

in Many Lands. 
3 | | 
The Good Old Way of Obtaining « Fire by 

‘the Rubbing of Two Sticks — Super- 
stitious Observances Among ~ 
European Country Folk. 
—— ‘ 

“ One of the first things every child 
learns’sbout fire is that cértain savage 
races produce it by thé rubbing of two 
sticks. Delightfully simple as the de- 
scription of the proeess is, says the Lon- 
don Fireman, any oné who has tried to 

rform the operation will certify that 
it is by no means an easy one, and very 
likely will afterward declare fervently 
upon oath that the thing can not be 
dqne. Many travelers have tried, under 
the most auspicious circumstances—in 
countries where the production of fire 


How a 


‘in this manner is in every-day use, with 


a grinning native to choose the weapons 
and give a practical exhibition of his 
own skill—and after many joint and 
muscle-aching experiments, .have given 
up the attemptin a state of mind bor- 
dering on temporary insanity. ‘We 
ourselves,” writes a traveler, “have 
peen successful just often enough to 
understand the uncertainty of the opera- 
tion. In the first place, judgment is re- 
quired {n choosing the sticks. The im- 
mense variety of tropic vegetation fur- 
nishes many sorts that answer the pur- 
pose, but many also that will not; an 
expert sometimes may be long in finding 
two species suitable. One must be 
light and soft; the. other heavy, 
of close texture, and both must be dry. 
Upon the heavy bit he cuts two 
grooves, in the form of across, fixes 
it tight — with bis prehensile toes, 
probably — sharpens the light bit, 
places it in the intersections of the 
cross and twirls it steadily between his 
paims. Gradually tinder forms in the 
shape of dust, which drops down the 
grooves in atiny heap on either side. 
Ifthe twirling be interrupted for a sec- 
ond, that represents so much waste of 
time, which must be recovered at enor- 
mous interest. If the heavy piece shifts 
the tinder is displaced. One orother of 
these. accidents accounts for the failure 
of the inexperienced, which is pretty 
certain to occur. Asinall other opera- 
tions of this kind, manuak dexterity 
comes only after considerabte practice. 
But the power of originating fire in this 
manner with facility is not an accom- 
plishment possessed by every one, even 
in the countries where the practice ex- 
ists. The inhabitants of the topics do 
nota) ways depend wholly upon their two 
sticks; among many tribes they are noth- 
ing but a last resort. They have other 
methods of producing fire. A native 
carriesin his betel-box perhaps a frag- 
ment of hard pottery and a morsel of dry 
fungus. Fixing a bit of the latter in the 
hollow, and hulding it down with the 
thumb—in such a way thatit follows the 
edge—he smartly strikes the box, which 
is bamboo, of course, just as if he were 
hand.ing flint and steel. A practice 
still more odd is used by some Oriental 
peopie. They carry a short stick of 
lead, hojlowed like a cup at one end, 
vnich they fi.: with tinder, and a sma! 
bamboo, which closely fits it. Setr.ing 
the stick uprightin the left paim, they 
adiust the bamboo over it, strike smart- 
ly, withdraw it as quickly, and the tin- 
der is alight. 

The friction methods in use in differ- 
ent parts of the world are various. One 
of the simpiest is with the stick and 
groove—a blunt-pointed stick being run 
along a groove of its own making in a 
piece of wood lying on the ground. In 
Tahiti Mr. Darwin saw a native pro- 
duce fire in a few seconds, but only suc- 
ceeded himself after much labor. This 
device is employed in New Zealand, the 
Sandwich Islands, Tonga, Samoa and 
the Radack Islands. Instead of rubbing 
the movable stick backward and for- 
ward, other tribes make it rotate rapid- 
lyin:a round hole in the stationary 
piece of wood, in the manner referred 
to, thus making, as happily designated, 
afiredrill. This device has been ob- 
served in Australia, Kamtschatka, Su- 
matra and the Carolines; among the 
Yeddahs of Ceylon, throughout a great 
part of South Africa, among the Esqui- 
maux and Indian tribes of North Amer- 
ica, in the West Indies, in Central 
America and as far south as the Straits 
of Magellan. It was also employed by 
the ancient Mexicans. A further ad- 
vance was made by some North Ameri- 
can Indians, who appear to have applied 
the principle of the bow-drill, and the 
still more ingenious pump-drili was 
used by the Iroquois Indians. 

These methods of producing fire are 
but rarely used in Europe, and only in 
connection with superstitious observ- 
ances. We read in Wuttke that some time 
ago the authorities of a Mecklenberg 
village ordered a wild fire to be lighted 
against the murrain among the cattle. 
For two hours they strove vainly to ob- 
tain a spark, but.the fault was not as- 
cribed to the quality of the wogd or to 
the dampness of the atmosphere, but to 
the stubbornness of an old lady who, ob- 
jecting to the superstition, would not 
put out her night light. Such a fire, to 
bé efficient, must burn alone. At last 
the strong-minded woman was Ccom- 
pelled to give in; fire was obtained, but
